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Elba Tigers win back- ‘to- back state championship in golf

The Elba High School 
Golf Team brought the 
‘blue map’ back home ear- 
lier this week when the 
Tigers won the Alabama 
High © School Athletic 
Association [AHSAA] 
Class 1A/2A Boys Golf 
State Championship. 

The championships were 
held at the Robert Trent 
Jones Hampton Cove venue 
in Huntsville, Ala., this year. 

Not only was this Elba’s 
second year in a row to 
win the state championship 
in golf, but the Brantley 
Bulldogs placed second 
again for the second year 
in a row to bring home the 
runner-up trophy. Also com- 
peting in the state cham- 
pionships for Class 1A/2A 
boys were Athens Bible and 
North Sand Mountain. 

The Elba Tigers have 
been led this year by a 
senior-strong team with four 
seniors on the squad [Collin 
Sauls, Peyton McCart, 
Carson Wise, and Paxton 
bg but it was the team’s 

Grader, Jay Wilson, 
that vaulted Elba to a one 
stroke win over Brantley 
this week to win the state 
championship as he was the 
runner-up. for-low: medalist 
in the event. Wilson shot a 


79 on day one of the two- 
day championships, and he 
improved that score on day 
two when he shot a 75 (only 
three over par). 

Other team members 
are Bradley Chapman and 
Trace Grantham, 

Coach Mark Wicker said 
each member of the Tigers 
golf team had contributed 
to bringing the team to this 
point, and he said winning 
a back-to-back state cham- 
pionship was only possible 
because all members of 
the team gave it their best 
efforts this season. 7 

The state championship 
was a two-day tournament. 

The Elba Tigers shot a 
336 total on day one to take 
the lead by three strokes 
over Brantley, which had 
a team total of 339 on day 
one. That third stroke would 
prove to be key in Elba 
winning the state champi- 
onship. 

On day two, Brantley had 
a team total of 327 beating 
Elba’s team total of 329 by 
two strokes. 

Elba finished with a 
two-day total of 665 while 
Brantley . finished with a 
two-day team total of 666, 
only a one stroke difference.

On Tuesday, May 3, at approximately 
1:05 p.m., William H Peters, age 87, of 
Elba was killed in a single vehicle accident 
on Alabama Highway 125;-according to 
the Alabama Law Enforcement Agency 
[ALEA]. Peters reportedly was operating 
a 2005 Ford F-250 truck when it left the 
roadway and overturned, near the 10-mile 
marker on Hwy. 125 [about eight miles 
north of Elba in Coffee County].

LBWCC instructor applauds local student for “pushing 
forward” to reach his woals despite health conditions 


A local student was rec- 
ognized earlier this week 
by one of his instructors at 
LBW Community College 
as she said she wanted to 
shine a spotlight on Chris 
Rayborn of Elba. 

Rayborn was born prema- 
ture with a medical condi- 
tion that causes brain swell- 
ing and seizures and another 
condition that affects his 
spine. Despite 27 surger- 
ies over his lifetime already 
with more to come, he 


chooses to reach his goal of 


becoming a certified auto- 
motive mechanic. 

“(Chris] was even out 
part of this semester get- 
ting treatment at UAB,” 
said LBWCC_ English/ 
Speech instructor Shannon 
Lightsey. “With all the rea- 
sons he could legitimately 
use not to pursue his educa- 
tion and career, he chooses 
instead to push forward.” 

She said, like many oth- 
ers, one of Rayborn’s great- 
est fears is speaking in front 
of others, but his condition 
makes his nervousness more 
deeply rooted than most. 

“T am proud to say that he 
successfully finished speech 
class and has forever left an 
impression on me and his 
classmates,” Lightsey said. 
“T love teaching at LBWCC

bags, and placed in roll-out containers for collection or scheduled garbage collection days. (4)Where a garbage fee 
is not paid at a vacant lot, unoccupied residence or building, the owner or contractor is responsible for the removal 
of trash and other items. One time request may be made under the requirements of section 62-36.(5)Building debris, 
such as scrap lumber, plaster, roofing, concrete, brickbats and sanding dust, resulting from the construction, repair, re- 
modeling, removal or demolition of any building or appurtenance on private property; and dirt, stumps and tree trunks 
will not be removed by the sanitation department, but the owner shall cause such waste to be privately moved.(6)The 
city shall not be responsible for the collecting and hauling of rubbish, trash, limbs, brush or other debris from private

PASTOR’S CORNER

Tell me. Have you ever heard the following: “Listen to your heart”, “Do what makes 

your happy”, “Trust your instincts”, “You only live once”? This list could go on and on. 
’ We have all heard these and others like them, but what does the Bible say about these 
common encouragements? 

Jeremiah 17:9 reads, “The heart is deceitful above all things and beyond cure. Who can 
understand it?”

Thanking Dr. John Granger 

‘In the effort to honor Dr. John Granger for 30 years work with Coffee 
County Baptist Association, we want to point to some of the work that has 
taken place and is continuing. These mostly are things the association has 
done, but Dr. Granger played an essential 
part. 

Today let’s talk about evangelism and mis- | 
sions. The Evangelism Committee normally | 
sponsors an evangelistic event and evange- 
listic training every year. Some events have 
been planned as interdenominational efforts, 
like The Rick Gage Crusade. Some of them 
have turned out to be among the largest | 
evangelistic events ever to take place in Cof- | 
fee County. 

The Horse Whisperer, Paul Daily, broke | 
and rode a wild horse as he shared the gos- | 
pel. Over 3600 people gathered to see him 
work and talk about the Lord. This was five 
times as many people as he had ever ad- 
dressed before at one time. A good number f 
of people made commitments to God, kneeling in the round pen. 

A strength team, called Omega Force, performed feats of strength at the 
Farm Center in New Brockton for three nights. Over 10,000 people attend- 
ed. About 300 made commitments to Christ through that event. Dr. John, 
the Evangelism Committee, and dozens of volunteers worked to get the 
event together and promote it. Rick Hayes led the effort. 

Dr. John encouraged the association to sponsor children and youth sum- 
mer camps. Kids who attend have lots of fun, lots of adult supervision, and 
have a chance to hear and respond to the gospel. The children’s camp, called 
IncrediCamp for many years, is immensely popular. It is not unusual to 
have 25 or so children commit their lives to Christ through this camp. Also, 
it’s not unusual to have 100 volunteers. 

These camps are held at the Vineyard Christian Retreat. The retreat it- 
self is a ministry of Coffee Baptist Association. Before Covid, about 5,000. 
campers used the facilities there each year. It is used by lots of church 
groups from near and far away. Many people have come to the Lord through 
a-camp at the Vineyard. In fact, year before last, the Vineyard tallied more 
decisions for Christ at camps and retreats than all 48 of our churches. 

Dr. Granger started recognizing people who serve as chaplains in fire de- 
partments, police departments, hospice, etc. He, with Coordinator Louie 
Reynolds, started several chaplaincy programs, like South Alabama Speed- 
way and Baptist Campus Ministries at ESCC. They recruited chaplains 
for volunteer fire departments and law enforcement. There are 20 distinct 
categories of chaplains who do ministry and evangelism. The association 
provides training sessions and an annual banquet to applaud the men and 
women who serve. : 

The association sponsors several mission trips. Dr. Granger started one 
to S.E. Alabama in 2001. Volunteers work with MOWA Choctaw churches 
in Washington County and intercity children in the Mobile area. One city 
council and mayor, who knew Dr. John, invited our team to teach VBS to 
their day camp with 60-80 children. We did it for 19 years, until they dis- 
continued the camp. Trips have averaged about 60 people with some going
